sales delivery slips while an em­ 
ploye of Zeigler Brothers. 
Tile 
information 
alleges 
that 
Snyder would deliver chicken mash 
and other merchandise from the 
Zeigler Mill to customers, collect 
cash from the customer In payment 
for the nierchH.idlse and then alter 
the delivery slip to show a smaller 
delivery and smaller payment and 
pocket Ihe difference between the 
two amounts. The amounts pocketed 
by Snyder, according to the informa­ 
tion. varied from $3 45 to $9 30, most 
of the changes being for about $4. 
Has Been “Elred" 
There are two counts listed on 
the information in connection with 
each changed sales slip, one for 
forgery 
and 
one 
for 
fraudulent 
conversion. The charges show' the 
first change in a slip occurring on 
May 31, the last is dated as of 
August 12. 
The information alleges that de­ 
liveries 
were 
made 
to 
Straley 
Brothers, Charles Thomas, Ed Vin­ 
cent, James Omer, Roy Walker, Roy 
Hohensheldt, Melvin Speelman, Guy 
Hartzall, John 
Gallagher, Dennis 
Rice and Paul Heller. 
In most ca ses, according to the 
information, Snyder delivered 
IOO 
pounds more mash than the amount 
showing on the altered delivery slip. 
Count one of the 70 count Informa­ 
tion shows that on May 31. 1955, 
Snyder 
delivered 
500 
pounds 
of 
chicken mash to Straley Brothers, 
and collected $2150 from them. He 
then altered the slip to show a de­ 
livery of 400 pounds, and turned in 
$17.20 to the Zeigler mill, acool ding 
to the information. Similar reduc­ 
tions were made in the other 34 
slips involved. 
Police planned to take Snyder, who 
wa* discharged from his 
-mploy- 
ment at Zeigler's some time ago, 
into custody today.

He had been critically ill for the 
last week.

A meeting of schoolmen here April 
B has been called by County Super­ 
intendent of Schools H. Edgar Riegle 
to discuss "methods, criteria and 
forms” for a survey of the handi­ 
capped children in Adams County. 
A letter sent by Superintendent 
Riegle Thursday asked principals, 
teachers, school nurses and guidance 
directors of the county to be present 
at the meeting at 7:30 p.m. in the 
Keefauver Elementary School. 

Riegle said, will be 
the first step in a survey directed 
by recent legislation passed by the 
•tate legislature. The County Board 
of School Directors at its meeting 
last month, in anticipation of pass­ 
age of House Bill 1841, which directs 
the survey of handicapped children, 
directed the county superintendent’s 
office to make a survey of the need 
for services for handicapped chil­ 
dren in the county. 
Report By July I 
The bill provides th at "the county 
board of school directors in respect 
to second, third and fourth class 
school districts within the county 
shall have the power and its duty 
•hall be to prepare plans for the 
proper education and training of 
handicapped children . . . to provide, 
maintain, adm inister, supervise, and 
operate 
schools 
and 
classes 
for 
handicapped children in accordance 
•with a plan approved by the state 
Council of Education.” 
The bill also provides that plans 
for the education and Ira in ii g of 
hand.capped children by the county 
board "cooperatively a ith board of 
directors of districts of the second, 
third and fourth class" must bf1 
prepared and submitted to the state 
council of education "on or before 
July I.”

Where A Car Is Used Causes 
Special Wear; How To Stop 
Blowing Horn, After Boil 


By FREDERICK C. RI SSELL 
T he shortest and best serm on for 
all autom obiles is th a t traffic sign 
which simply says "K eep R ight.’* 


W here a car is used m ost of the 
tim e plays an im portant role in its 
general health, especially if we do 
n o t realize th a t we are using the 
car in a way th a t is slightly irreg­ 
u lar and thus do not favor it w ith 
special handling and special service. 
O ne owner who m ust always turn 
his car into a very' abrupt driveway, 
and do it rapidly because of oncom ­ 
ing street traffic, ha* broken two 
anti-aw ay bars a t the front end of 
th e car and has always had align­ 
m en t trouble. 
A nother ow ner parks 
his car a t a shopping center where 
autom obiles head in orr an angle 
tow ard 
the 
curb. 
He 
is 
always 
knocking the front wheels out of 
line because of his failure to stop 
th e car w ithout ram m ing th e curb­ 
ing. 
W ere it not for his special 
skill one rural postm an would be 
spending 
a 
fortune 
on 
broken 
springs traveling the rough roads of 
hts route. 
He rem em bers not to 
apply the brakes when the c ar goes 
Into a chuck hole. 
He invests in a 
Chassis tightening Job twice a year. 
He keeps the car well lubricated. 
He curbs speed. 
Forewarned Is Forearmed 
If you haven’t already d o n t so 
make a note of where th e horn 
relay is located on your car because 


when horns take to blow ing of their 
own accord th is usually is the u n it 
th a t causes the trouble. 
Som etim es 
it is sufficient to rap the cover of 
the relay w ith your fist in order to 
separate 
the contact points 
and 
silence the horns. 
If you are not 
sure w hether the relay is the source 
of the trouble, take off tile wire to 
tile horn. 
Your m echanic can show 
you w hich one since there are w ires 
to the sta rte r solenoid, to Hie igni­ 
tion coil, the ignition sw itch and 
the horn button. 
If rem oving th a t 
wire to the horns stops tile racket 
the relay should th en be replaced. 
O ccasional m ention of "square” 
engines apparently h as confused a 
num ber of m otorists of late. One 
of them got the im pression th a t 
I such a m otor would be somew h a t 
square in appearance ra th e r th an 
V-shaped, or like a letter "Y ” or 
long and narrow like a six or a 
line-eight.

Faulty 
th erm o stats 
cause 
under-cooling and are responsible 
for a vast am ount of m otor ineffi­ 
ciency, sum m er as well as w inter. 
I ve w ritten a detailed article on 
th is im portant unit and will be glad 
to send you a copy w ithout charge 
if you’ll drop me a line. 
Tills is the tim e of year w hen 
“a fte r boil” can be quite a nuisance.
